more general use were it known how easily it can be grown. It 
can be grown in any good soil but does best in moist, sandy soil. To grow plants from seed, 
sow in drills about one inch deep, in rows a foot apart. Keep the soil mellow and free from 
weeds in the summer, thin out and the following spring plants may be set in beds 6 feet wide 
with a two foot path on each side, set plants one foot apart each way, 4 inches below the sur- 
face. The deeper the soil and the more manure used the greater the crop. Annually af- 
ter the first cutting, the bed should be given a liberal top dressing of manure, ashes and 
salt, which should be well cultivated into the soil. As soon as the tops turn yellow they 
should be cut and removed from the beds, and just before winter cover the beds with 4 inches 
of course, strawy manure or leaves, which should be removed in the spring. A bed 6x10 feet 
is ample for an ordinary family, and well established is good for twenty years.
